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Normal Seasonal Incegse, in Face of 
Recession, Is Held A Sign of 
Recovery 

Washington, (CCNS) — Federal 
Home Loan Bank Board officials, who 
for some months have been forecast- 
ing a spring pick-up in the home con- 
struction and° financing field, now 
claim that their predictions are giv- 
ing every evidence of coming true. 

This burst of enthusiasm on the 
part of the officials is based largely 
on the results of the most recent 
3oard survey of lending activity by 
savings and loan institutions, which 
| showed a “normal” seasonal increase 
between January and February. 
Normal Rise Encouraging 





The “normal” increase is seen by 
the officials as most encouraging 
since it has come in the face of a 
business recession, and as a result a 
stimulated demand for homes, which 
is likely to become more pronounced 
as the spring months pass, is being 
anticipated at the Home Loan Bank 
Board. 

In February, a total of $43,290,- 
000 was loaned by all savings and 
loan associations through the coun- 
try. This compared with a total of 
$41,142,000 in January and with $49,- 
085,000 in February, 1937. 

Increases in loans were reported 
in February from eight out of the 
twelve federal bank 
tricts.

The survey, when translated into 
the terms of the Board’s index, which 
uses 1926 as a form of 100, shows 
that the cost of all building materials 
in February stood at 91.1 as con- 
trasted with 91.8 in January, and 
with 93.3 in February of 1937. 

Three building materials were high- 
er than the average in February. 
These were brick and tile, 91.5; ce- 
ment, 95.5 and structural steel, 114.9. 
On the other hand, lumber at 91 was 
slightly under the average, while 
paint and materials stood at 79.2, 
and plumbing and heating at 79.6. 
All other building materials received 
a rating of 95.3, placing them above 


the average.
